Council housing chiefs offer 
cold comfort for mum to be

AN EXPECTANT mother 
from Dover has been told 
she is not a priority for 
council housing despite liv¬ 
ing in temperatures below 
ten degrees. 

Juli Jackson, 28, lives with her hus¬ 
band John, 40, in a downstairs flat in 
Elvington, where they moved eight 
months ago, just as she fell pregnant. 

But where most couples are eagerly 
awaiting the birth as the due date 
nears, Mr and Mrs Jackson are hoping 
the baby can wait until they are placed 
in a new home. 

The flat they currently live in, which 
is owned by a private landlord, has 
heating problems where the living 
room is just 15 degrees - with electric 
heaters on. 

The bedroom is just eight degrees at 
night, with damp and mould surround¬ 
ing the window and on the walls. 

Mr Jackson said: 'We’ve applied to 
Dover District Council for housing on 


three occasions. We’re on the list, but we 
need to move now. 

We also applied for Single Agency 
Assessment, which is used when 
someone needs re-housing if there’s a 
risk to health, but this has so far been 
disregarded and we’ve been told we 
are low priority. 

“Our landlord has been really helpful, 
but we need to move to another flat.” 

A midwife at the East Kent Hospitals 
NHS Trust even wrote to the council 
stating: “This is clearly not suitable 
accommodation for any family and 
even less so for a newborn baby.” 

Stress 

She asked that the council review 
the situation, listing problems includ¬ 
ing damp walls and mouldy furniture 
and temperatures that fail to rise 
above 16 degrees. 

In medical records the midwife 
also stated how the baby temporarily 
stopped growing due to the stress of 
the situation. 

Mrs Jackson said: ‘When our baby 
boy is bom we’ll have to take turns 
sleeping on the sofa in the living room 
with the cot as it’s the warmest place. 

We can’t have him in the bedroom - 


it gets as cold as eight degrees at night.” 

The tearful mum-to-be also explained 
how many of the baby’s new clothes 
have had to be thrown out as they were 
covered in mould. 

“I don’t care where we go, we just don’t 
want to bring our baby here. He could 
come at any time - I’m a bag of nerves.” 

In an attempt to help the couple, the 
council sent an environmental health 
officer, but failed to tell them he was 
coming round. 

Mr Jackson said: We were out and 
he didn’t leave a calling card. The sec¬ 
ond time they wanted to come Juli 
was having an antenatal check up. 

We were basically told we hadn’t 
allowed the council access to the proper¬ 
ty, but this wasn’t the case at all.” 

The couple are now desperately 
hoping they can be housed before then- 
baby is bom. 

A council spokesman said: We are 
aware of the circumstances in this mat¬ 
ter, and have agreed a course of action 
with the family to address these issues. 

“All families seeking council hous¬ 
ing can bid for council properties, 
which are allocated fairly and appro¬ 
priately through the Kent Home 
Choice Scheme.” 


Town to show Olympic action on big screen 


DOVER could have a permanent LED 
screen put up in the Market Square 
for the 2012 Olympics. 

The district council is currently in 
talks with Kent County Council and 
the London Organising Committee for 
the Olympic Games (LOCOG) to look 
at issues surrounding planning per¬ 
mission for a live site in the town. 

LOCOG approached Dover District 


Council with the opportunity to pro¬ 
vide a screen in the town centre where 
people can watch London 2012 live, 
although a final decision has not yet 
been made. 

Dover is the first place to be chosen 
that is not a city and one of only 20 sites 
selected so far across the countiy. 

A spokesperson at DDC said: “This 
comes as a range of partners contin¬ 


ue to work together for a world class 
future for the district, including the 
Kent Campaign, to welcome the 
Olympic torch into the UK through 
Dover. 

“It is stressed that no final decisions 
have been taken on this matter and 
any progress is subject to the submis¬ 
sion and approval of an appropriate 
planning application.” 
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Anglers cast doubts 
over harbour board

SEA anglers across the country fear 
it could be the end of the line as the 
European Union plans to limit the 
amount of fish they can catch. 

But in Dover, anglers believe the threat to 
recreational fishing is caused by an authority a 
little closer to home. 

Allan Edgington, 78, trustee and senior 
committee member of the Dover Sea Angling 
Association, said Dover Harbour Board is their 
biggest problem. 

He said: “They own Admiralty Pier and 
the breakwater, so they can restrict its use 
however they want. We don’t have definite 
information about EU plans and of course it 
would affect Dover, but our main concern at the 
moment is the harbour board.” 

Mr Edgington has been involved with the 
Dover Sea Angling Association for 50 years and 
his father was a member in the 1930s. 

The club opened on October 31,1903, but was 
suspended during the war before being 
reopened on May 18,1945. 

Many of its members have been fishing on the 
pier for decades, but Mr Edgington fears things 
could go downhill if the harbour board contin¬ 
ues to make restrictions. 

He said: “They’ve just taken another 75 yards 
off the end - they’re chipping away at the areas 
we can use. 

‘We are also restricted because of the cruise 
liners that come in. I’ve been part of the associ¬ 
ation for 50 years and things are getting worse. 


“The harbour board’s predecessors were 
much more cooperative than they are now - 
these days they have a hand in everything.” 

According to Mr Edgington, the association 
pays £13,000 plus VAT annually to use the pier 
and in recent years has had to pay £200,000 
for repairs. 

A spokesperson from the harbour board said 
they would not discuss specific commercial 
arrangements, but said it had been necessary 
to bring back the fishing demarcation line. 

“This is because fishing lines have snared in 
the radar and caused considerable damage. 

“This can also be hazardous for operations as 
the radar is an essential piece of equipment. 

“It has also been necessary to restrict fishing 
on cruise days, primarily on a safety basis, 


although at all times except in extreme weath¬ 
er fishing areas are available.” 

The spokesperson added that the board is try¬ 
ing to balance the operational requirements 
with other needs of the community, including 
recreational activities. 

“As such we are committed to continuing to 
provide areas such as those for fishing where 
possible. It is worth stating that as a port we 
provide valuable economic input both national¬ 
ly and to the local community.” 

But Mr Edgington believes anglers are such a 
strong body throughout the country that they 
should have more of a say. 

He said: “We’ve been fishing there for years 
and yet the harbour board has so much influ¬ 
ence over what we can do now.”

A MAN from Deal has been jailed 
for his part in trying to steal a 
German lorry and its load of scrap 
copper worth £60,000. 

Rodney John Stacey, 33, was 
one of four men sentenced at 
Canterbury Crown Court on Friday. 

All were charged with one count 
of conspiracy to steal. 

Stacey was sentenced to 18 
months imprisonment along with 
Thomas William Spain, 52, from 
Folkestone, and Trevor Anthony 
Coates, 35, from Ashford. 

Andrew Thomas Jones, 34, from 
Canterbury, was sentenced to 12 
months and Carl Martin, 48, was 
found not guilty of the charges. 

On March 4 last year, Thomas 
Spain, who was employed as a 
lorry driver for a German trans¬ 
port company dealing in metals, 
was meant to be taking a load of 
scrap copper from east London to 
Olen in Belgium. 

Instead, he pulled over into a 
lay-by on the A2 near Canterbury, 
faked a heart attack and was 


taken to hospital by ambulance, 
where paramedics could find noth¬ 
ing wrong. 

Andrew Jones, Thomas Spain’s 
nephew, accompanied by friend 
Rodney Stacey, intercepted the 
lorry, making it appear that the 
subsequent taking and driving 
away was a random theft. 

The men kept the lorry and cop¬ 
per in their possession before 
they were led to its eventual des¬ 
tination, where they tried to sell 
the copper to a scrap metal yard 
in Faversham before being 
caught by Kent Police. 

Nigel Pilkington, head of CPS 
South East Complex Casework 
Unit, said: “Each defendant 
played his part in the conspiracy 
and all worked together to make 
the plan a reality thinking that it 
would net them a substantial 
profit. 

“We were determined that those 
responsible for organising and 
executing this theft should be 
brought to justice.” 
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Drunk and disorderly 

POLICE at Dover Priory railway station 
arrested a 50-year-old man from Aylesham 
for being drunk and disorderly. 

He was stopped and arrested by officers 
on the afternoon a week ago, and detained 
in custody at Dover Police Station for more 
than five hours.

Dover's new hospital 

doors will open 2011

CONTRACTS have been signed 
for the development of Dover’s new 
£20 million community hospital. 

Building group Interserve has been awarded 
the contract by the East Kent Hospitals 
University NHS Trust, with construction 
expected to begin this autumn. 

The doors to the new facility will open in the 
summer of 2011 and a variety of clinical serv¬ 
ices will be available, including a minor 
injuries unit, an outpatient department and a 
minor procedures suite. 

Controversy 

Its location, which caused controversy last 
year when it was revealed as a flood risk area, 
is in the centre of town on Maison Dieu Road 
near to the Citizens Advice Bureau. 

Despite an objection put in by the 
Environment Agency and criticism from the 
New Hospital for Dover group, the central site 
was agreed on by health chiefs, Dover District 
Council and KCC. 

David Patterson, managing director of 
Interserve Project Services, said: ‘We recog¬ 
nise that this hospital will be an important 
facility for the people of Dover and the sur¬ 
rounding area of Kent and we are proud to 
have been chosen to deliver it. 

With experience of more than 90 ProCure 
21 projects to date, we shall be working close-

ly with the Trust to ensure that we create the 
modem hospital the community deserves.” 

The state-of-the-art facility, which also 
includes a birthing unit, therapy and diagnos¬ 
tic services as well as satellite renal dialysis, 
will cover more than 50,000 square foot and 
will be three storeys high. 

Dover and Deal Labour MP Gwyn Prosser 
has welcomed the announcement that con¬ 
tracts have been signed. 

He said: “I’m one of the many people in Dover 
who has been campaigning for better health 
facilities for more than 20 years and am 
delighted that the government’s £20m funding 
now promises to make our plans a reality. 

“The town centre location will allow building 
to commence this year and our new hospital 
will be open for business in 2011, which along 


with all our other town centre projects, will be 
widely welcomed.” 

His political rival Charlie Elphicke, the 
Conservative parliamentary candidate for 
Dover and Deal, said although he is delighted 
with the announcement he believes people in 
the area deserve better. 

“This is a polyclinic and not a proper hospi¬ 
tal, but it is very much a step forward which is 
what we need. 

“At a public meeting last year local health 
chiefs agreed that a provision in the contract 
be made to upgrade the hospital during con¬ 
struction if there is a change of government. 

“This would be an upgrade from a polyclinic to 
a proper hospital with care beds and A&E facil¬ 
ities. I’m delighted constmction is starting, but 
this is not a general hospital.”

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Suspect report 
blows turbine 
farm plans coM

OPPONENTS to controversial 
plans for a wind farm in East 
Langdon are feeling confident as 
the three-week public inquiry 
draws to a close. 

The last few witnesses took to the stand on 
Friday to discuss possible noise problems 
created by the five 120-metre-high turbines 
proposed by energy giant Ecotricity. 

Noise expert Andrew McKenzie, from the 
Hayes McKenzie Partnership, was grilled by 
barristers representing Dover District 
Council, Langdon Parish Council and 
Langdon Action Group. 

Mr McKenzie was called to the stand by 
Ecotricity’s barrister John Houghton and 
stated that through an assessment carried 
out by his company it had been found that 
noise would not be a problem if the develop¬ 
ment goes ahead. 

But cross-examination revealed the final 
noise assessment was completed after four 
attempts and a number of errors, throwing 
into question its reliability. 

Langdon Action Group’s chief concerns 
about the wind farm is its close proximity to 
homes, the effect it would have on the cultur¬ 
al heritage of Dover, and the noise of the tur¬ 
bines which could lead to health problems. 

Anthony Hyde, chairman of Langdon 
Action Group said: “I believe we managed to 
convince the planning inspector of the dam¬ 
aging effects a wind farm would have on the 
cultural heritage of Dover, showing the dif¬ 
ference between the effect on the more inti¬ 
mate villages and hamlets and on the wider 
countryside. 

“Noise is more complicated as it’s very hard 
to prove, but I’m still feeling confident. Before 
this inquiry I was 50 per cent sure we could 
win but now it’s more like 65 per cent.” 

Closing statements by the legal teams have 
been postponed until February 10 due to the 
inquiry running over its allocated time. 

Although a date has not been set for a deci¬ 
sion on the appeal, Mr Hyde hopes it could be 
around Easter.

He said: “Although there is a lot to go 
through I think the planning inspector will 
want to make a decision when everything is 
fresh in his mind.” 

The public inquiry was called following an 
appeal by Ecotricitry on the grounds of non¬ 
determination by Dover District Council’s 
planning committee. 


Appeal sparks thorough investigation 


ANTHONY Hyde, chairman of Langdon 
Action Group, spoke to Yourdover during a 
brief break in the inquiry. 

He said: “In my view the planning inspector 
has enough information to dismiss this appeal. 
I’m not saying he will, but we have had out¬ 
standing experts speaking for us, as has 
Langdon Parish Council. 

“I’ve been very impressed with the planning 
inspector, most of all his concentration as there 
is so much to go through. 

“He has to make sure everything is right on 
the legal side because if he dismisses this 
appeal and there are errors found, then 
Ecotricity could take it to the High Court to 
try and get the application put through that 
way.”

Health inspections to raise 
awareness of asbestos 

DOVER District Council is teaming up with 
the Health and Safety Executive to launch an 
asbestos inspection campaign in February. 

The move comes following new figures show¬ 
ing that asbestos related diseases are still the 
largest occupational killers in the UK, with 
around 4,000 deaths per year. 

Letters have been sent to 80 companies in 
the district to remind businesses of their 
responsibilities under the Control of Asbestos 
Regulations 2006, and to pre-wam them of the 
inspection visits.

WE HAVE found the ultimate 
present for your Valentine - a heli¬ 
copter lesson. 

Kent is lucky enough to have one of the best 
helicopter pilot training schools in the UK. 

AV8 Helicopters, at Rochester Airport, offers 
introductory flying lessons so you can experi¬ 
ence the thrill of taking control of a helicopter. 

So if you’re looking to sweep your Valentine 
off their feet, this could be the answer. I went 
along to Rochester Airport this week for a 30- 
minute introductory flight to find out more. 

Experiencing a mix of excitement and trepi¬ 
dation, I was introduced to my instructor 
Richard Cooke, 61, and immediately relieved 
to find myself in safe hands. 

He introduced me to the Robinson R22 heli¬ 
copter we would be going up in and I was 
stunned by how small it was. 

This is the most popular aircraft for training 
pilots as it is very light and therefore sensitive 
to the touch. 

Richard first explained the three flying con¬ 
trols - the cyclic stick used to speed up, slow 
down and go left or right, the collective lever 
used to make the craft rise or fall and two foot 
pedals used to control the tail rotor. 

For the trial flight you only take control of 
the cyclic stick in flight, but it’s good to under¬ 
stand the basics before taking off. 

Richard stressed how sensitive the stick is 
and explained where we would be flying and 
that once we were levelled out and settled in to 
a cruise the controls would be passed to me. 

The Robinson R22 has a perspex canopy (the 


front windscreen) stretching down to near 
your feet, which gives an incredible view and 
makes you feel like you’re floating on air. 

It was an amazing feeling just lifting off with 
the whole of Medway stretching in front of me 
as we headed towards Leeds Castle. Then 
after just a few minutes I gripped the control 
stick and was flying. 

Despite the safety warnings I immediately 
sent us veering off to the right. But Richard 
soon corrected me and I managed to keep a 
straight course, which is the aim of the intro¬ 
ductory lesson. As I relaxed and my confidence 
grew I was able to look around and take in the 
stunning views, having been blessed with 
clear blue skies on a rare sunny winter day. 


The feeling of keeping it straight and level, 
and speeding up to make small alterations in 
direction to the left or right was brilliant. 

AV8 run 20-minute introductory flights for 
£130 plus VAT, 30-minute flights for £147.50 
plus VAT and hour flights for £255 plus VAT, 
which are perfect gifts or birthday presents. 

After the trial flight if you’re as hooked as 
me then you need a minimum of 45 hours of 
lessons to get your private pilot’s licence, at a 
cost of £255 plus VAT per hour.

Boys with their 
fingers on the 
green button 


STUDENTS from Dover Gram¬ 
mar School for Boys have come up 
with a way to save people £50 on 
their energy bills. 

The Green Footprint Group (GFG), set up 
by sixth-formers under the Young Enterprise 
scheme, has designed an Ecobutton (pictured 
left) which plugs into computers to make 
them more energy-frugal. 

The USB desktop device can be used on 
any Windows 2000, XP or Vista computer 
and switches the machine into an ‘eco-mode’ 
that is quicker to activate than the conven¬ 
tional standby option and keeps it running 
while using less energy. 

According to the group, just three hours of 
use per day could save families £50 on ener¬ 
gy bills a year and the software also displays 
on the screen how much carbon dioxide, as 
well as money, is being saved. 

The GFG is also using the Ecobutton as a 
way of promoting green issues in the district 
by donating £1 from each one sold to local 
primary schools to help fund green projects. 

The group is charging just £12 for the 
device, instead of the recommended retail 
price of £14.99.

Students will toast 
breakfast scheme 

PUPILS at Whitfield and Aspen School 
near Dover are being urged to eat break¬ 
fast during Farmhouse Breakfast Week. 

The scheme, organised by the Home 
Grown Cereals Authority and supported 
by the National Farmers Union (NFU), 
runs from January 25-31 and aims to 
give children a healthy, balanced diet. 

Youngsters who attend the breakfast 
club at the school will be treated to a 
special farmhouse menu on January 28, 
including apples, baked bread, sausages, 
cheese and fruit jams.

Police frustration 
at violent crime 
statistical error 


£30m shopping centre 
placed on the market

BOUVERIE Place shopping cen¬ 
tre is up for sale - barely a year 
after it first opened. 

Owners Warner Estate Holdings have 
announced the £30 million building, which 
houses a giant 83,000 sq ft Asda superstore 
and space for 25 other shops, has been put on 
the market after interest from potential buy¬ 
ers. 

However, since the centre opened in 
November 2007, some units have remained 
empty and there were indications at the end 
of last year that the parent company was 
responding to the pressures of the global eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

Chairman Philip Warner, in his company’s 
annual review before Christmas, said: “We 
are concentrating on those areas which we 
can control, namely, improving our income,

reducing our costs and maximising our cash. 

‘We are being proactive in meeting the 
challenge of falling values and remain in com¬ 
pliance with our banking covenants.” 

“The property sector continues to face sig¬ 
nificant challenges and the group is not 
immune from these, particularly the impact 


of falling property values. However the board 
is ever mindful of the risks facing the busi¬ 
ness in the current climate and the ongoing 
uncertainties in our industry. 

“We are being proactive in meeting these 
challenges and we are confident that by tak¬ 
ing appropriate actions, including disposals 
and securing uncharged assets, we shall mit¬ 
igate the risks as far as possible.” 

The group also announced it would not be 
issuing an interest dividend to shareholders 
for 2008, in order to conserve cash and reduce 
debt over the coming months. 

There is no suggestion that jobs or retailers 
at the centre are under threat. 

In addition to Asda, Bouverie Place also 
hosts BHS and Next, as well as smaller shops 
such as Peacocks, HMV and New Look. 

Last month, Maidstone’s Fremlin Walk 
shopping centre was put up for sale for £94 
million after owners Land Securities said 
they wanted to raise the cash for other proj¬ 
ects. 


A LEADING Kent police officer has voiced 
“frustration” over the force’s misreporting of 
serious violent crimes in the county. 

Kent Police were among 18 forces that had 
incorrectly counted the numbers of the most 
serious offences such as murder and grievous 
bodily harm (GBH) due to a change in Home 
Office guidance. 

The county constabulary was forced to sus¬ 
pend serious violent offences statistics from its 
crime figures for the third quarter of 2008. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Peter West 
said: “It is frustrating, in so much as when 
there are new crime recording and differences 
introduced and the guidance that goes with it, 
it takes a period of settling down. 

“We have suspended our figures because of 
applying the wrong interpretation to the 
guidelines, but we will know the figures before 
the end of the financial year,” Mr West added. 

“Serious violent crime was 6.3 per cent of our 
total -1,277 out of20,204 - and when we have 
gone through every one with the most recent 
guidance, every indication is that the figure 
will fall.” 

He said the changes did not alter the fact 
that violent crime in the county was falling. 
Kent showed a nine per cent reduction in total 
violent crime. 


Innovat ve midwives rewarded by reduction in caesarean rates 


MID WIVES in Kent have developed an idea 
that has seen caesarean section rates drop by 
five per cent. 

Concerns have been raised that caesarean 
rates, which had doubled in 10 years, are too 
high and the NHS has been working to ensure 
more women have normal births. 

Sarah Gregson, a consultant midwife for 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
entered her team into the Royal College of 


Midwives (RCM) annual awards in the inno¬ 
vation category. 

They arranged for the midwife caring for a 
woman in labour to fill in a form every hour 
noting information such as changes of position 
and keeping the woman upright. Midwives 
also encourage different support strategies, 
such as using water. 

And their work, which has cut caesarian 
rates, was placed in the UK top three at a cer¬ 


emony at the Royal Garden Hotel in London. 

The audit tool, devised in 2003 by a group of 
midwives led by Hilary Thomas at Pembury 
Hospital, was used again during 2007-08. 

Mrs Gregson said: “C-section rates have dou¬ 
bled across the UK but we have not been sav¬ 
ing more mothers or babies because of it. 

“Maternity services are looking at how we 
can increase normal births because there are 
health benefits for both mother and child.” 


Research shows that women who give birth 
normally are more likely to breast feed, which 
is best for the newborn. During the second 
trial of the audit, caesarean rates dropped by 
two per cent overall from 26 per cent of births 
in 2007 to 23.4 per cent in 2008. 

Mrs Gregson said that while C-sections were 
important for women experiencing serious 
complications or with medical conditions, 
many were being carried out unnecessarily.

It's time to bring our trains 
back under the public wing 


I’M sure most people will, like me, 
not be able to afford to travel - 
even if we wanted to - on the new 
trains from the Channel coast to St 
Pancras from the end of the year. 

Nor be able, or even want to, ‘speedwalk’ at 
four miles an hour across London, as company 
adverts claim, to get to central destinations. 

Most of us mere mortals can usually only 
manage about half the suggested speed; those 
with disabilities would be even worse off and so 
likely be forced to pay even more to use buses 
(so often gridlocked) or the Underground. 

As for the regular trains, it appears it’s going 
to be a worsening service from now on, with 
service cuts and extended running times as 
the Go-Ahead group has already indicated. 

From Folkestone we have one fast and one 
semi-fast train to and from Charing Cross and 
Waterloo East, which are the most convenient 
stations for the West End, South Kensington 


museums etc, as well as the City. The last, 
though, still requires a change and 10-minute 
delay at Tonbridge to get to London Bridge. 

However, after December, it appears there will 
be only one or two semi-fast trains from the 
coast via Tonbridge to London, and worse in the 
evenings. 

This was negotiated by Rail For Folkestone 
and promoted as a success but actually shows it 
caved in to the company with little resistance. It 
even failed to ensure that the new fast service 
stopped at Sandling. 

Elsewhere, the two Go-Ahead-owned local 
companies have already cut the fairly comfort¬ 
able alternative service to Brighton from east 
Kent, albeit with a few changes, by reducing 
the service from Tonbridge to Redhill to one an 
hour with a long delay between train transfer. 

As for the Marshlink service, people have 
been complaining about this dangerously over¬ 
crowded ‘non’ service for years. 

While train operators have thankfully been 
stopped from cutting services by the Govern¬ 


ment, local ones have said that if the recession 
means fewer people travel by train, they will 
cut the already overcrowded services by short¬ 
ening trains from eight coaches to four. 

This, together with the announcement of 300 
job cuts... convenient for a company but again 
not for the travelling public. 

I suspect most people would rather the whole 
UK train service was returned to public control. 

I suggest regional not-for-profit social enter¬ 
prises with no compensation for the current 
managements and shareholders, who reported¬ 
ly have received increased payouts following 
increased profits. 

All politicians should guarantee to increase 
and then maintain rail investment levels, 
instead of more cuts, to both improve services 
and help tackle global warming in the long term.

Disabled drivers 
should pay up

Can you tell me a little bit about Pitman 
Training and what it involves? 

PITMAN Training is an international network of individual¬ 
ly owned and operated training centres.

The majority of them benefit 
from a free car, free insurance and 
free tax (and servicing/tyres) all 
paid for by the taxpayer and yet 
they continue to make demands. 

I appreciate that they need spe¬ 
cial parking areas so they can 
access their wheelchairs etc or 
just so they do not have to walk 
veiy far, but they do abuse this 
privilege with their parking in 
the roads when they park without 
any consideration for other users 
(going to the cafe for breakfast etc) 
yet expect others to consider them. 

I feel strongly they should pay 
for the parking areas - they can¬ 
not say they cannot afford them 
as they are on benefits because 
they receive more than many 
others. If this is the case then 
why do the unemployed, single 
mothers, even people on housing 
benefits etc pay for parking? 

On the other hand, if they did 
pay it would stop the abuse by 
drivers that use the Blue Badge 
but are not the disabled person 
it is registered to and are not 
disabled, so there would be no 
reason for them to use these 
spaces thereby freeing up more 
spaces for the people they were 
designed for.

Amid the gloom comes 
light for eager buyers 


IT will hardly come as a show to 
discover the general view among 
those in the property market is 
that 2009 is not shaping up to be a 
good year. 

But there is still some encouraging news 
around for those who want to move house. 

First the bad news. Prices are still falling — 
after a 15.9 per cent drop in 2008, according to 
the Nationwide — and some sellers are 
accepting offers of 20 per cent less than their 
asking prices while interest rates have been 
dropped to an all-time low in an effort to get 
things moving again. 

But analysts have some good news - if you’re 
not caught in negative equity - and can put

down a decent deposit - now could be an 
extremely good time to buy, they claim. 

This is because so many homes are selling at 
a discount and others are coming on to the 
market cheaply as they have been repos¬ 
sessed. 

Other figures show that some mort¬ 
gage deals are being offered which are actual¬ 
ly cheaper than renting in an effort by 
lenders to boost the market and get it moving 
again. 

Figures released last week by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors showed 
that although the number of properties sold 
hit a record low at the end of last year, the 


number of enquiries rose at the fastest pace 
since August 2006. 

Research by estate agent Savills shows by 
the third quarter of 2007, when property val¬ 
ues peaked, buying was 44 per cent more 
expensive than renting. 

With the subsequent fall in prices, however, 
the gap is closing or not there at all. 

“It’s a cracking time to be buying,” says 
James Greenwood, managing director of the 
property-search agency Stacks. “There’s hard¬ 
ly any competition out there at the moment, so 
you’ve got the field to yourself. Prices have 
been discounted, there are distressed sellers 
who have to sell and there are some real bar¬ 
gains to be had, anything between 30 per cent 
and 35 per cent off peak value. We haven’t 
seen anything like this for years.”

fleet customers. The Insignia places it under 
pressure on all counts and prices start from a 
modest £15,935 - some £500 less than the 
final Vectra line-up. Styling is enhanced by 
two neat touches: blacked out door pillars 
lower a roofline that already makes the 
Vauxhall look like a four-door coupe, while the 
‘blade’ detail abaft the front wheel is a master 
touch suggesting power and muscle. 

If the car’s sharp suit worries 
BMW/Merc/Audi then the lining offers little 
relief even if let down by the budget feel of con¬ 
trols for the driver’s seat and other minutiae. 

But remember the Insignia is still selling for 
Vectra prices. Even the sporty ‘rep’s favourite’

Diesel sales should dominate, of course, but 
our car’s all-new 220PS (218bhp) 2.0-litre Turbo 
petrol engine impressed and could become the 
cult engine to complement the Insignia’s taut 
yet supple chassis, for the Vectra’s replace¬ 
ment looks and feels more like a driver’s than 
a ‘rep’s car’.

THERE may not be any strong 
green shoots of recovery showing 
in Kent just yet, but there are some 
warm breezes blowing through the 
chilly economic climate. 

Businesses across the county are reporting 
that while the credit crunch has taken a bite 
out of their business, they are - so far at least 
- weathering the storms better than else¬ 
where in the UK. 

And much of the reason for the region’s 
resilience is being put down to an increasing 
export market and a confidence both in the 
current trading environment and in what the 
future holds. 

The Maidstone Economic Development 
Group of Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
(KICC) found members were showing greater 
confidence under current conditions than the 
South East in general, and nationally. 

John Taylor, chairman of the MED Group, 
said: “While these are challenging times, we 
are heartened by this positive attitude among 
our members. Clearly things are not as gloomy 
in Kent as the national picture would sug¬ 
gest.” 

David Foley, policy director of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce which represents 
much of the east Kent coast, agreed there were 
relatively bright areas amid the bleakness. 

He said that, with the weak pound, 
exporters especially were in a good position to 
fend off the crunch. 

“The potential for manufacturers in this 
area is considerable,” he said. 

Also firms which had a sound ecological base 
were doing relatively well because of a change 
in consumer sentiment, with people wanting 
more environment-friendly goods. 

Mr Foley reckoned the three basic principles 
of good business were price, good quality and 


service - with service being the clincher in 
rough trading times. 

Peter Hobbs, chief executive of the Channel 
Chamber, added: “We are seeing lots of small 
organisations, particularly in the service sec¬ 
tor, struggling as their sales begin to tighten. 

“As a result they are urgently reviewing 
their costs and who they buy from, in other 
words their procurement. 

“There are, of course, plenty of opportunities 
here for local businesses. For example, some 
local book-keepers and accountants are 
reporting an uplift in clients.” 

KICC members in the service sector - rather 
than manufacturing - are upbeat. 

During the three months to December, these 
members reported a “less dire decline” in both 
home and export sales than the rest of the 
South East. 


Elsewhere, while order books are dipping 
and cash-flow worsened, KICC members 
appear to be performing better than elsewhere 
in the nation. 

Interestingly, their levels of business confi¬ 
dence were higher, which is an important fac¬ 
tor in getting the economy back on track. 

An equal proportion expected sales to rise in 
2009 as to fall and although more expected 
profits to fall rather than to rise, this gloom 
was much less widespread than the rest of the 
South East, despite the fact that more KICC 
members were carrying spare capacity. 

The higher confidence is reflected in pre- 
December employment, which held steady, 
unlike the rest of the South East and the UK, 
and while there were more firms expecting to 
cut staff than those aiming to hire more, there 
was less pessimism.
